KRAZY  KAT  from  the  popular  comic  strip  of  the  20's,  is  in  its  way  the  precursor  of 
Finnegan's  Wake  and  Waiting  For  Godot,  with  a  delightful  mixup  of  the  ridiculous 
and  the  sublime.  We  have  produced  it  with  the  wonderful  introduction  of  poet  e.  e. 
cummings  and  a  medley  of  musical  bridges  from  the  world  of  the  carousel. 

And  in  a  totally  different  vein  we  present  LAST  LETTERS  FROM  STALINGRAD. 
The  remnant  of  the  German  Vlth  Army,  betrayed  and  abandoned  in  Stalingrad, 
were  allowed  to  send  out  letters  on  the  last  airplane  to  leave  the  surrounded  city. 
These  letters  never  reached  their  destination.  They  were  used  by  the  Nazi's  in  a 
study  of  troop  morale  that  proved  so  damaging  that  Goebbels  decided  they 
were  "untragbar,"  which  literally  means  "unbearable."  In  his  introduction  to  the 
collection  General  Marshall  writes,  "The  writers  were  Germans,  in  that  hour  our 
enemies.  But  who  may  read  and  not  weep  for  them?"
